Emancipation  in  the  Webt  Indies. — The  editor  of  the  | 
l>iladelphia  United  States  Gazette  details  the  results  of  a 
^nversation  with  a  gentleman  from  Barbadoes,  a  native  of 
tie  island,  who  had  resided  there  from  infan^,  as  a  slave- 
klder,  and  who,  under  the  operation  of  the  British  act  of 
$rliament,  had  seen  his  slaves  pass  from  that  condition  to 
kat  of  apprentice  first,  and  then,  of  freemen.  He  states, 
kat  on  no  account  would  he  wish  to  return  to  the  state  of 
kings  which  existed  under  the  old  system,  and  that  auch  is 
tie  opinion  of  nine-tenths  of  the  intelligent  population  of  the 
jiand.  Both  blacks  and  whites  have  very  greatly  improved 
il  consequence  of  the  change,  in  their  means  of  physical 
Omfort,  as  wcdl  as  in  their  moral,  and  intellectual,  and  social 
qindilion.  The  negroes  are  industrious  and  contented,  will¬ 
ing  U>  work  for  reasonable  wages,  and  disposed  to  perform 
with  alacrity  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  tneir  re¬ 
lation  to  their  families  and  to  the  state. 

Each  negro  ismily  is  provided  with  a  neat  frame  house, 
and  one  quarter  of  an  acre  of  ground.  Able-bodied  men  are 
accustomed  to  receive  for  their  labor  wages  at  the  rate  of 
twenty-five  cento  a-day,  which  enables  them  to  livo  in  such 
a  way,  that  theyare  loth  to  quit  their  places  when  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  higher  ismuneratinn  is  held  out  by  other  islands. 
The  children,  iistead  of  working  as  formerly,  are  in  the 
practice  of  attenling  the  achools,  many  of  which  are  opened 
W  missionaries  aid  teachers  connected  with  the  established 
English  and  Mithodist  churches.  In  disputes  between 
black  and  white  persons,  recourse  is  had  for  adjustment  to 
the  magistrates,  ind  if  their  decisions  are  not  satisfactory,  to 
a  court  composcl  of  three  of  the  most  respectable  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  district.  Many  of  the  emancipated  negroes 
have  acquired  stotions  of  consequence,  as  magistrates  and 
public  officers. — Eventing  Post. 

Civil  War  between  Missouri  and  Iowa. — Considerable 
difficulty  appea's  to  have  arisen  in  relation  to  the  disputed 
boundary  line  letween  Missouri  and  Iowa.  It  appears  from 
the  Burlington  (Missouri)  Gazette,  that  the  sheriff  of  Clark 
County,  in  that  state,  has  attempted  to  collect  taxes  on  the 
lands  in  dispute,  and  having  been  unsuccessful,  he  threatened 
to  return  with  a  force  sufficient  to  compel  payment.  The 
settlers,  in  consequence  of  these  threats,  called  a  public 
meeting,  and  determined  to  make  an  armed  resistance. 

The  Paris  (Missouri)  Sentinel,  of  the  19th  October,  states 
that  a  messenger  had  passed  through  that  place,  bringing 
information  to  the  Governor  of  Missouri,  that  an  armed 
force  from  Iowa  had  seized  upon  and  forcibly  attemjited  to 
imprison  the  sheriff  of  Clark  County,  while  engaged  in  the 
legal  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  The  messenger  was 
also  charged  with  despatches  from  Gen.  Willock,  of  the  14th 
division  of  Missouri  militia,  who  hail  been  called  upon  for 
protection  by  the  citizens,  and  only  waited  the  orders  of  the 
Governor.  As  the  papers  take  strong  ground,  and  declare 
that  “  Missouri  will  and  must  stand  by  her  rights,”  we  fear 
tliat  the  matter  in  dispute  will  not  be  settled  without  trouble. 

Border  Troubles. — A  letter  to  the  Argus,  from  Mr.  A. 
W.  Harlan,  states  that  a  meeting  of  fourteen  delegates, 
seven  from  Iowa  and  seven  from  Missouri,  was  held  on  the 
24th,  to  settle  on  some  amicable  mode  of  action,  in  regard 
to  the  boundary  question,  until  the  meeting  of  Congress. 

The  Missouri  delegation  wished  Missouri  to  be  empow¬ 
ered  to  collect  the  laics  and  to  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  the  disputed  territory.  The  Iowa  proposed  that  things 
should  remain  in  statu  quo  ante  bellum.  Gradually,  feel¬ 
ing  was  excited  ;  no  agreement  could  be  hit  on  ;  and  the 
meeting  adjourned. — St.  Louis  Gazette,  Oct.  26.

In  reference  to  proposed  changes  in  the  Form  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  the  Synod  adopted  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 

fiesclmed.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Piesbyteriea  to 
answer  the  lat  and  2d  overtures,  sent  down  by  tho  Genersl 
Assembly,  in  the  sfl^rmative,  and  that  they  would  respect¬ 
fully  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  the  following  amendments,  to  be  sent  down  to  the 
Presbyteries  for  their  concurrence  : 

That  Chapt.  XII.  Sec.  2,  be  so  amended  m  to  read  as 
follows  :  “  The  General  Assembly  shall  consist  of  an  equ^ 

delegation  of  bishops  and  elders  from  each  synod,  in  the 
following  proportion,  viz  :  Each  synod,  consisting  of  not 
more  than  fifty  ministers,  shall  send  one  minister  and  one 
alder  ;  aiid  each  synod  cemaisting  of  more  than  fifty  minis¬ 
ters  and  not  more  than  (^ne  hundred,  shall  send  two  •wni*' 
teia  and  two  elders  ;  and  in  like  proportion  for  every  fifty 
in  any  synod  ;  to  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner ;  Each 
presbytery  consisting  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  minis¬ 
ters,  shall  nominate  one  minister  sikI  one  cider  ;  and  every 
presbytery  consisiing  of  more  than  twenty-five  ministers  and 
not  more  than  fifty,  shall  nominate  two  ministers  and  two 
elders  ;  and  in  like  proportion  for  every  twenty-five  minis¬ 
ters.  If  any  presbytery  shall  neglect  or  refu.<ie  to  make  auch 
nomination,  or  fail  to  give  officim  notice  of  the  same  in  due 
time,  the  synod  shall  make  the  nomination  out  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  said  presbyteries  ;  and  out  of  the  persons  so  nomi¬ 
nated,  the  synod  shall  appoint  commissioners  and  alternates 
to  the  General  Assembly.  When  the  number  of  commis¬ 
sioners  to  the  General  Assembly  shall  exceed  one  hundred 
ministers  and  one  hundred  elders,  the  General  Assembly 
shall  increase  the  ratio  of  representation  so  as  to  diminish 
the  number  of  commissioners ;  but  the  number  shall  not  be 
reduced  below  ftrty  ministers  and  forty  elders.” 

That  the  first  sentence  of  Sec.  4th,  of  Chapt.  XII.  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows,  viz  ;  The  General  Assembly 
may  issue  leferences,  regularly  brought  before  them  from 
the  inferior  judicatories  ;  but  they  shall  not  have  power  to 
iMue  appMls  or  complaints,  unless  it  be  in  cases  where  four 
svnoda  Mall  request  the  General  Assembly  to  take  up  and 
issue  the  same. 

That  Chapt.  XXII.  be  amended,  by  striking  out  the  word 
“  presbytery,”  and  inserting  the  word  “  synod,”  in  every 
place  where  the  word  “  presbytery”  occurs  ;  and  by  striking 
out  “  seven  months,”  and  inserting  “  one  year,”  in  the  Ist 
section  of  said  chapter. 

Kesolred,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod,  no  other 
change'  in  the  constitution,  in  reference  to  synods,  is  at 
present  desirable. 

Resolved,  That  the  editors  of  the  New-York  Evangelist, 
the  New-York  Observer,  and  the  Philadelphia  Observer,  l.e 
requested  to  publish  the  above  plan  for  altering  the  consti¬ 
tution,  in  their  respective  papers.

The  Canadas. — From  the  Montreal  papers  of  Friday, 
we  learn  that  Sir  George  Arthur  left  that  city  on  the  day 
previous,  and  that  the  Governor  General  was  preparing  to 
follow  him  in  a  few  days.  The  Montreal  Herald  affirms, 
that  on  His  Excellency’s  arrival,  he  will  dissolve  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Parliament,  and  bring  the  great  political  question 
that  agitates  the  province  to  the  test  of  a  new  election. 

The  New-Jersey  Legislature  adjourned  on  the  8th  inat. 
to  meet  again  on  the  14th  of  January. 

New  Source  of  Light. — M.  Seguin  has  communicated 
to  the  .4cademie  dss  Sciences,  at  Paris,  a  memoir  on  the 
distillation  of  animal  substances,  in  which  he  states  that  he 
has  reduced  the  process  to  such  a  degree  of  simplicity  as  to 
render  it  profitable  for  the  sake  of  distillation ;  7()0  cubic  feet 
of  gas  suitable  for  purposes  of  illumination,  24  lb  of  sa  1am- 
inoniac,  and  33  lb  of  animal  black.  The  gas  obtained  was 
found  to  be  composed  of  one  part  of  olefiant  gas  and  four  of 
carburetted  hydrogen,  and  might  be  preserved  for  months  in 
contact  with  water  without  being  in  any  way  injured,  or  its 
brilliancy,  as  a  combustible,  impaired.  M.  Seguin  found 
that  3,224  cubic  inches  of  this  gas,  when  burnt  for  one  hear, 
gave  twice  and  half  as  much  li^t  as  a  Carcel  lamp.

F rom  this  it  appears  that  the  most  ancient  Universities  exist 
in  Spain  and  Italy  ;  but  these  cannot  be  compared  with  simi¬ 
lar  institutions  in  the  other  kingdoms  of  Europe.  The  Ital¬ 
ian  Universities  have  greatly  degenerated.  Those  of  Spain 
arc  in  the  most  wretched  condition  ;  many  have  neither  pro¬ 
fessors  or  students.  A  few  Universities  support  with  honor 
the  antiquity  of  their  origin  ;  among  these  are  the  English, 
and  some  of  the  German.  In  France,  since  the  time  of 
Napoleon,  the  name  of  Universities  is  given  to  twenty-six 
academies  or  high  schools  situated  in  different  cities.” 

Electricity  in  Tic  Doloureux. — M.  Magendie  has 
obtained  the  happiest  results  from  the  application  of  elec¬ 
tricity  in  affections  of  the  senses,  particularly  in  that  acute 
disease  termed  the  Tic  Doloureux.  He  causes  the  electric 
current  to  pass  over  the  nerves  by  means  of  needles  of  plati- 
na,  placed  at  greater  or  less  intervals.  In  some  instances,  a 
single  application  is  said  to  have  been  sufficient  ;  and,  in  one 
case  of  dreadful  suffering,  in  which  the  patient  had  long

Resolved,  That,  in  common  with  Bible,  missionary,  tract, 
and  education  societies,  it  be,  and  hereby  is  earnestly  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  patronage  of  the  churches.  (T.  A.  Mills  dis¬ 
sented  from  this  resolution.) 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  be  reque.sted  to 
recommend  the  American  Anti-Slavery  Society  to  the  pray¬ 
ers  and  patronage  of  the  churches. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  sermon  preached  at  the  next 
meeting  of  Synod  on  the  subject  of  Slavery.  (Mr.  John 
Rankin  was  appointed  to  preach  this  sermon.) 

Rev.  S.  W.  May,  agent  of  the  American  Bethel  Society, 
addressed  the  Syn^,  in  explanation  of  the  objects  of  the 
Society,  and  the  following  resolutions,  reported  by  a  com¬ 
mittee,  were  ad^ted. 

1 .  ^solved,  Inat  we  cordially  approve  the  object  and  ope¬ 
rations  of  the  American  Bethel  Srciety,  and  of  the  Boat¬ 
men’s  Bethel  Society  of  Cincinnati,  recently  organized. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  spiritual  interests  of  that  large  and 
interesting  portion  of  our  fellow-men  who  navigate  our  west¬ 
ern  waters,  as  well  as  the  general  welfare  of  Zion,  demand 
that  increased  and  extensive  efforts  should  be  made  to  secure 
the  important  objects  contemplated  by  the  American  Bethel 
Society.

feet,  patriotic  and  intellectual.  The  people  of  several  of 
the  old  towns  of  Massachusetts  have  done  likewise,  and  the 
occasions,  besides  awakening  a  kindly  spirit  of  rivalship  in 
historical  research,  and  kindling  a  glow  of  social  and  patri¬ 
otic  feeling  among  the  people,  have  elicited  some  of  the 
most  eloquent  passages  in  the  library  of  American  eloquence. 
Such  were  the  noble  address  of  Gov.  Everett,  at  Cape  Cod, 
and  again,  we  believe,  at  Barnstable,  at  the  celebrations  of 
the  planting  of  colonies  there  ;  and  other  addresses  that 
might  be  mentioned. 

The  celebration  by  the  New-York  Historical  Society,  in 
April  last,  was  a  kindred  affair  of  great  importance.  Tlie 
calling  forth  of  that  masterly  history  of  the  constitutional 
organization  of  the  federal  government,  embracing  an  elo¬ 
quent  and  profound  commentary  upon  the  spirit  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  itself,  from  Mr.  Adams,  was  a  result  of  infinite  im¬ 
portance,  for  which  the  Society  will  be  entitled  to  the  ever¬ 
lasting  thanks  of  the  country. 

Our  attention  has  been  directed  to  this  subject  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  time  by  a  notice  in  the  Connecticut  papers,  that  prepa- 
lations  are  making  for  tho  celebration,  at  Hartfoid,  of  the 
two  hundreth  anniversary  of  the  adoption  af  the  first  civil 
constitution  of  that  colony,  by  the  original  settlers  of  Hart¬ 
ford,  Wethersfield  and  Windsor — an  event  which  took  place 
in  1639.  The  exercises  are  to  be  conducted  under  the  au¬ 
spices  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  which  has 
shown  great  good  sense  in  selecting  the  venerable  Noah 
Webster  for  their  orator.  Although  ne  has  passed  the  80th 
year  of  his  age,  yet  the  weight  of  those  years  sits  so  lightly 
upon  him,  that  he  might  well  be  taken  for  a  gentleman  of 
sixty-five.  He  is  a  man  of  profound  learning,  and  his  facul¬ 
ties  are  yet  in  healthy,  vigorous  and  unabated  action.  No 
man  understands  bettor  the  early,  nay  the  entire  history  of 
his  country,  than  he — no  man  understands  the  true  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  institutions  of  his  country  better — no  man  loves 
his  country  more.  The  subject  of  his  discourse  is  rich  in 
historical  interest.

Prospect,  Me.,  Oct.  ZGth,  1839. 

On  the  15th  inst.,  an  ecclesiastical  council  assembled  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Prospect,  called  Sandy  Point,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  second  Congr^ational  church,  and 
ordaining  Mr.  James  P.  Stone,  late  of  Bangor  Seminary,  as 
its  pastor.  Nineteen  persons,  six  males  and  thirteen  females, 
all  of  whom,  gave  one,  had  been  dismissed  from  the  First 
Church  in  Prospect  for  this  purpose,  presented  themselves 
as  candidates  fur  membership  in  the  new  church.  These 
jiersona  were  examined  with  reference  to  their  acquaintance 
with  experimental  and  doctrinal  religion,  in  the  day-time, 
and  Mr.  Stone  passed  the  usual  examination  in  the  evening. 

On  the  following  day,  the  more  public  exercises  were  per¬ 
formed  in  a  large  tent  built  for  the  occasion,  70  feet  by  35, 
and  covered  with  canvass — on  the  spot  where  it  is  hoped  a 
jneeting-house  will  be  erected  another  year. 

The  church  was  organized  in  the  forenoon. 

An  impressive  and  appropriate  sermon  was  delivered  by  I 
Rev.  Mr.  McKeen,  of  Belfast.  Articles  of  faith  and  cove¬ 
nant,  accompanied  with  appropriate  remarks,  were  proposed 
by  the  Moderator,  Rev.  Mr.  Blood,  of  Bucksjiort.  Conse¬ 
crating  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tanncy,  of  Ellsworth.  The 
fellowship  of  the  churches  was  expressed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Beck¬ 
with,  of  Costine. 

A  short  recess  ensued,  and  the  afternoon  was  occupied  by 
the  ordination  of  the  pastor. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Beckwith.  Sermon  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Cole,  of  Bluehill.  Ordaining  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  McKeen. 
Charge  to  >he  pastor  by  Rev.  Mr.  Chapman,  of  Camden. 
Right  hand  by  Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  of  Brooksville.  Charge 
to  the  church  and  people  by  Rev.  Mr.  Thurston,  of  West 
ProBiiect.  Concluding  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tappan,  of 
Frankfort.  A  benediction  by  tho  pastor.  The  services 
were  well  sustained,  and  deeply  interesting.  They  were 
greatly  enlivened  by  the  music,  which  was  appropriate,  and 
skillfully  performed.  The  congregation  was  large,  attentive.

Immense  sums  have  been  realized  by  traffic  and  specula¬ 
tion.  They  sold  not  long  ago  about  a  hundred  slaves,  and 
their  White  Marsh  Estate  in  Maryland ;  of  which  we  ex¬ 
pect  a  particular  account. 

They  draw  large  contributions  from  the  lower  classes  of 
European  Papists,  by  penny  a  week  subscriptions.

In  Virginia.  “Any  negro  or  mulatto,  bond  or  free,  shall 
be  a  go^  witness  in  pleas  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  or 
against  negroes  or  mulattoes,  bond  or  free,  or  in  civil  pleas 
where  free  negroes  or  mulattoes  shall  alone  be  parties,  and 
in  no  other  case  whatsoever.”

The  Oxford  has  been  only  fifty-three  days  absent  from  this 
port. 

The  intelligence  by  this  arrival  is  of  precisely  the  same 
character  as  that  by  the  Great  Western  ;  and  indeed  it  couki 
not  be  expected  that  two  days  would  produce  any  change 
of  moment.  The  worst  feature  of  it  is  the  continued  de¬ 
crease  of  specie  in  the  coffers  of  the  Bank  of  England,  as 
shewn  in  the  quarterly  average. 

Wc  quote  an  article  from  the  Ixindon  Spectator,  in  which 
it  is  stated  that  application  has  been  made  for  an  order  in 
council  authorizing  the  issue  of  one  pound  notes.  The  same 
statement  was  made  in  the  papers  brought  by  the  Great 
Western. 

Mr.  Stevenson,  the  American  minister  and  his  lady,  were 
on  a  visit  to  the  Earl  of  Fitzwilliam,  at  his  scat  in  Yorkshire. 

By  express  from  Paris  on  the  19th,  intelligence  was  re¬ 
ceived  of  ministerial  disagreements.  One  cause  of  dispute 
was  the  course  to  be  pursued  with  Don  Carlos  ;  the  King 
and  Marshal  Soult  being  disposed  to  set  him  at  liberty,  ana 
the  other  ministers  insisting  on  continued  surveillance.  It 
was  reported  that  passports  would  be  granted  to  the  Don  as 
soon  as  intelligence  should  arrive  of  a  victory  gained  by  Es- 
partero  over  Cabrera. 

No  farther  progress  seems  to  have  been  made  in  settling 
the  affairs  of  Turkey  and  Egypt.  Letters  from  Constantino¬ 
ple  says  that  Reschid  Pacha  was  holding  frequent  conferen¬ 
ces  with  the  Russian  ambassador,  and  that  he  had  declared 
his  determination  to  stand  by  the  treaty  of  Unkiar  Skelessi 
in  all  its  parts.

We  have  unfeigned  satisfaction  in  announcing  to  our 
readers,  that  the  opium  trade  to  China  is  at  an  entT  Com¬ 
missioner  Lin,  who  was  invested  with  unlimited  powers  for 
this  purpose  by  the  emperor,  after  giving  due  notice  of  his 
intention  to  put  in  force  the  laws  then  in  being,  against  the 
importation  and  sale  of  opium  in  the  Chinese  territories,  by 
a  series  of  prompt  and  energetic  measures,  efliectually  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  this  object.  He  insisted  upon  the  delivering  up, 
to  himself  or  his  agents,  of  all  the  opium  then  in  the  jiosses- 
sion  of  the  foreign  merchants  in  Canton,  and  the  residents 
there  trading  in  that  article  ;  and  opium  was  accordingly  de¬ 
livered  up  to  the  commissioner,  to  the  amount,  as  some  have 
estimatea  it,  of  £2,000,000  sterling,  but  others  have  reck- 
onetl  it  at  somewhat  less. 

This  is  one  of  the  grandest  measures  ever  adopted  by  an 
uncivilized,  or  a  civilized  state,  for  the  ]>res«rvation  of  the 
health  and  morals  of  the  people,  and  accomplished  without 
the  loss  of  blood,  save  one  solitary  execution  as  an  example, 
and  for  moral  effect.  The  government  has  completely  vin¬ 
dicated  its  character  from  all  suspicion  of  insincerity,  or 
weakness,  which  had  previously  rested  upon  its  ^oceedings, 
for  so  long  allowing  its  positive  prohibition  agamst  the  im¬ 
portation,  sale,  or  use  of  opium  in  China,  to  be  rendered 
wholly  abortive,  by  the  sinful  cupidity  of  British  and  pr<^ 
jessedly  Christian  merchants,  and  the  corruption  of  the  Chi¬ 
nese,  ignorant  indeed  of  the  true  religion,  of  its  hopes  and 
joys,  and  awful  sanctions,  but  unmindful  also  of  the  lessons 
of  wisdom  taught  by  their  own  Confucius,  one  of  whose

It  was  not  only  the  subject  of  religion  that  occupied 
her  mind ;  every  scheme  of  benevoleiioe  by  which  hi  - 
man  misery  could  be  alleviated,  claimi'd,  as  she  con . 
ceived,  and  received,  her  approbation  and  support.  For 
instance,  she  was  for  years  most  intensely  interested  in 
the  plans  which  the  philanthropists  in  France  were  at 
tempting  to  carry  into  operation,  for  the  diminution  of 
the  horrors  of  slavery  in  the  French  islan.is;  and  still 
more,  for  the  removal  of  slavery  itself  from  those  por¬ 
tions  of  the  French  possessions.  Nor  were  her  labors, 
and  those  of  her  distinguished  husband,  in  vain.

“  deusedly,”  &c.  in  the  “  History  of  a  Little  Boy  who 
was  not  brought  up  after  the  Fashions  of  this  World  ;” 
and  by  the  adoption  for  the  motto  to  one  of  her  chapters 
of  “  High,  Low,  Jack,  and  the  Game !”  But  we  shall 
concern  ourselves  at  present  only  with  the  most  serious 
charge,  that  of  Universalism.  In  the  Introduction,  she 
cautiously  endeavors  to  prepare  the  mind  of  her  readers 
for  so  great  a  change  as  the  substitution  of  Universalism, 
instead  of  the  high  Calvinistic  creed  to  which  she 
formerly  adhered.

If  any  Christian,  burdened  with  a  sense  of  sin,  and  feel¬

Turn 
to  Watts’  version  of  Psalm  IIC,  lieginning, 

“  WTiat  shall  I  render  to  my  God, 

For  all  his  kindness  shown  1” 

If  a  Christian  whose  soul  is  ready  to  dissolve  in  thank¬ 
fulness,  is  looking  for  language  in  which  to  approach 
God  in  the  disclosure  of  its  feelingfs,  it  is  scarce  pos¬ 
sible  to  find  a  more  fit  channel  than  is  presented  in  this 
psalm.  And  he  who  can  sing  it,  after  the  receipt  of 
some  perhaps  special  mercy,  without  a  trembling  voice, 
has  more  than  usual  self-command. 

Ascription  is  another  part  of  prayer ;  giving  to  God 
the  glory  due  to  his  name.  Turn  to  the  hymn  of  Watts, 
based  upon  Rev.  v.  12,  beginning, 

“  What  equal  honors  shall  we  bring, 

To  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Lamb  1 

or  that  sublime  doxology,  beginning, 

“To  God  the  Father,  God  the  Son, 

And  God  the  Spirit,  three  in  one,” 
and  to  many  other  like  specimens.  To  sing  these  aright, 
is  to  rise,  in  the  aspirations  of  the  soul  into  the  holy  pre¬ 
sence  of  God ;  and  enter  into  the  feelings  of  cherubim 
and  seraphim,  as  they  “  cry  one  to  another,  holy,  holy, 
holy,  is  the  Lord  God  of  Sabaoth  !” 

But  to  speak  of  the  use  of  psalms  and  hymns,  which 
we  have  said  are  of  a  didactic  character,  and  which  can¬ 
not  be  compared  well  with  either  of  the  parts  of  prayer 
mentioned,  or  assigned  under  any  of  those  parts  ;  they 
can  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  meditation  in  connection 
with  music,  as  effectually  for  raising  the  soul  to  God, 
as  almost  any  of  the  exercises  we  have  mentioned. 
Take  for  an  example,  that  sublime  hymn  of  Watts’, 
beginning, 

“  Keep  silence  all  created  things, 

And  wait  your  Maker’s  nod.” 

This  is  a  hymn  which  contains  in  a  didactic,  or  more 
properly  meditative  form,  the  great  doctrine  of  divine 
sovereignty  and  decrees.  But  what  Christian  can  at¬ 
tentively  and  seriously  read,  much  less  sing,  or  hear 
properly  sung,  that  hymn,  and  not  feel  its  sublime  and 
overwhelming  thoughts,  prostrating  him  in  the  dust  be¬ 
fore  God.  Let  the  lines  be  sung  by  a  choir  as  they 
ought,  and  can  be, 

“  Chained  to  his  throne  a  volume  lies, 

With  all  the  fates  of  men,” 

and  let  him  take  with  this  verse,  that  so  descriptive  of 
the  divine  independence  in  the  government  of  the 


Soft  is  the  twilight  of  expiring  day. 

Sweet  the  slow  fading  of  its  rosy  hue. 

When  life’s  engaging  cares  have  died  away. 

And  Peace  and  Silence  their  lost  reign  renew. 
In  that  mild  hour  each  sterner  thought  is  hushed, 
And  o’er  man’s  heart  deep-felt  reflections  steal 
Oh  !  gently  then  full  many  a  tear  hath  gushed, 
And  man  hath  felt  that  he  was  bom  to  feel !

I  Wintering  Bees.  —  The  following  statement  of 
Mr.  Eggleston’s  method  of  wintering  bees,  and  the 
success  attending  it,  is  from  the  Genes'.'e  Farmer  ; 

In  the  fall  of  1837,  he  buried  30  or  more  hives,  and 
the  following  spring  they  were  taken  out  without  the 
loss  of  any.  In  1838  he  buried  ten  hives  with  the 
same  success,  but  lost  seven  or  eight  hives  of  bees  that 
stood  in  his  bee  house  during  the  winter.  He  says 
that  he  finds  very  few  or  no  dead  bees  under  his  hives 
that  are  buried,  and  that  they  winter  on  much  less  honey, 
than  when  left  in  the  house  ;  some  small  swarms  have  j 
lost  but  three  lbs.  in  weight  in  wintering,  and  the  largest 
but  ten  lbs.  He  has  buried  his  bees  or  some  of  them 
each  year,  for  four  years  past,  and  has  not  lost  a  swarm 
that  was  buried,  and  shall  hereafter  bury  all  that  he 
intends  to  winter;  he  has  now  about  forty  swarms. 
Another  fact — those  that  are  buried  do  much  better, 
and  swarm  much  earlier  in  the  spring. 

Mr.  Eggleston’s  method  of  burying  his  bees,  is  to 
dig  a  shallow  trench  in  the  ground,  long  enough  to  set 
the  number  of  hives  he  wishes  to  bury,  with  a  gentle 
slojie  in  the  trench,  to  carry  off  the  water  if  there 
should  any  collect,  and  then  place  the  hives  in  the 
trench,  raised  a  little  from  the  ground  by  a  small  stone 
under  each  comer  of  each  hive,  then  cover  them  with 
straw,  and  lastly  with  dirt,  to  use  his  expression,  as 
you  would  a  pile  of  potatoes,  so  deep  as  not  to  freeze 
under  the  hives.

SOUND  FOR  A  LONG  TIME. — The  following  is  an  extract 
of  a  letter  from  Wm.  Carmichael,  of  Queen  Ann’s  Co. 
E.  S.  Md.,  dated  June  2d,  1839. 

I  had  this  day  on  my  table  the  first  strawlierries  from 
my  garden,  and  at  the  same  time,  a  dish  of  fine  sound 
Newtown  pippins  from  my  orchard.  They  were  not 
kept  for  the  occasion  ;  they  have  been  used  in  profusion, 
in  my  family,  since  the  first  of  January,  and  presents 
made  of  them  to  some  esteemed  friends.  The  apples 
were  preserved  by  being  dried  in  the  sun  for  two  or 
three  days  when  mst  gathered,  and  put  away  in  dry 


sand  so  as  not  to  touch  each  other.  To  have  fruit 
throughout  the  year  is  4le.sirable — it  is  a  cheap  luxury, 
and  I  think  conducive  to  health.  I_have  hitherto  paid 
some  attention  to  storing  my  apples,  but  have  not  before 
succeeded  in  preserving  pippins  till  the  ripening  of  the 
summer  fruits.  The  sand  ought  to  be  perfectly  dry, 
and  clear  of  clay,  which  would  give  them  an  earthy 
taste. 

I  do  not  claim  as  an  original  discovery  the  means  of 
preserving  apples.  Packing  them  in  sand  is  common

Wisconsin,  a  missionary  remarks :  “  It  does  not  suffer 
in  comparison  with  the  most  beautiful  and  fruitful  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  W'est.  There  is  less  prairie  and  more 
timber  in  this  territory  than  in  Illinois;  consequently, 
it  is  capable  of  being  more  densely  settled.  And  as 
the  surface  is  elevated  and  rolling,  there  is  little  or  no 
stagnant  water ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the  country 
is  healthful.

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  announce,  that  the  beau¬ 
tiful  invention  of  M.  Dagnerre  is  now  in  progress  of 
arrangement  for  exhibition  in  this  city,  and  that  we 
have  seen  with  our  own  eyes  a  fulfillment  of  the  prom¬ 
ised  wonders  of  which  we  have  all  heard  and  read  so 
much.

Croix,  a  voyageur  artiste,  who  is  intent  on  depicting 
the  principal  buildings  and  most  celebrated  scenery  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  His  present  apartment  in 
Piccadilly  is  only  suited  to  a  private  and  very  imperfect 
exposition  of  the  powers  of  his  instrument;  for  its 
range  is  there  limited  to  a  few  well-smoked  “  eleva¬ 
tions”  on  which  the  sun  docs  not  shine,  (being  at  the 
wrong  side  of  the  street,)  and  what  was  still  more, 
mal-apropos,  a  shower  of  rain  firil  during  the  time  of 
its  performance.  The  result  was,  however,  truly  ad¬ 
mirable  ;  and  we  could  well  imagine  how  much  more 
brightly  and  strongly  defined  the  li^ts  and  tints  would 
be,  if  assisted  by  brilliant  and  unmterrupted  sunshine 
directed  on  the  object.

importation.  Yet  twelve  millions  of  bushels  is  the  sup¬ 
ply  of  the  United  States,  whose  population  now  exceeds 
that  of  England  ;  we  speak  of  England  proper  exclu¬ 
sive  of  Scotland,  Wales  and  Ireland.  Surely  the 
seventeen  millions  of  people  in  the  United  States,  re¬ 
quire  as  much  salt  as  the  fourteen  millions  of  England 
including  Wales.  We  have  more  people,  more  agricul¬ 
ture,  not  more  stock,  but  nearly  as  much,  the  hog  in¬ 
cluded,  and  needing  more  salt  than  hers,  because  feed¬ 
ing  on  fresh  grasses  too  far  from  the  sea  to  be  impreg¬ 
nated  with  sdine  particles  from  dews  and  vapors  from 
the  briny  ocean.  We  have  also  fisheries  and  manufac¬ 
tures,  and  great  demand  for  salt  provisions,  both  for  do¬ 
mestic  consumption  and  exportation. — Globe.
